Years of studying different tillage 
practices on Experimental Farms 
ind) Hlustration Stations of the 
Canada Department of Agriculture 
in the Prairie Provinces have shown 
that crop production can be inereas- 
ed through the use of fall tillage 
practices 

Increased Yields. The results of 
experunents made at the Experimen- 


ta) Farm, Brandon, Manitoba, with 
fall tillage practices on stubble land 
containing combine straw, show that 
fall tillage increased yields appre- 
ciably. The three-vear average vields 
in a fallow, wheat, wheat rotation 


were as follows: Fall tillage — 236 
bushels per acre; no fall tillage — 
18.5 bushels per acre. Little differ- 
ence was found in the effectivenes> 


of fall tillage when the following 
implements were compared — the 
moldboard plow, the oneway disc, 
and the heavy duty cultivator with 
wide shovels 

Other Benefits. The Manitoba ex- 
periments showed that, preceding 
the fallow year, after harvest tillage

Dairymen in Alberta lose $2,000- 
000 a year with mastitis. It is 
caused by various bacteria or germ 
entering the udder through the 
external opening in the teat, there 
are two types chronic and aoute. 
Carelessness is a big factor in mas- 
titis losses, Exposure to cold 
droughts and cold floors in many 
cases being the main factor. Bruis- 
es caused by rough or broken stalls 
and gutter edges may cause the 
start of mastitis. 

The disease may be spread by 
unsanitary milking procedures to 
the whole herd from one cow. 
There are drugs available for the 
treatment of this disease but in 
many cases only limited success is 
recognized with their use. When 
the infection is the chronic form, 
permanent injury to the udder us- 
} ually results, 

Prevention is the best program, 
| and this is just good sound man- 
agement practices, Prevention fac- 
tors are to eliminate machinery, 
wire, etc. jn the yards which 
might cause teat injury, barns and 
Stall constructed to prevent next 
cows stepping on teats of cows ly- 
ing down also eliminate any rough 
broken gutter edges. Ensure plenty 
of bedding to prevent floor injury 
and coldness, droughts especially 
near doors should be avoided. 

The milking should be carried 
out jn a careful manner, milking 
machines can injure  udders. A 
good milking procedure would be, 
wipe udders with cloth rinsed in 
disinfectant, disinfect teat cups on 
machines, and do a good job in 
cleaning equipment after milking If 
you have a cow with mastitis milk 
her last to prevent carrying germs 
to uninfected cows. A strip cup 
should be used whenever mastitis 
is suspected, you can then easily 
detect the flakes or clots assoc- 
jated with the disease. 

Good care and prompt treatment 
Will usually cause complete recov- 
ery from acute mastitis but pre- 
vention is far better.
